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THE RICH TRAGEDY.: 


TRAGICAL SEQUEL TO A PECULIAR MAR- 
BIAGE AND SENSATIONAL ELOPEMENT. 


The Excitement at Cobleskill, N. Y.—Rich’s 
Efforts to Borrow Money to Pursue His 
Wife—The Murderer’s Marriage with Mrs. 
Trimble—His Easy, Happy-go-Lucky Life— 
Mrs. Rich’s Efforts to Secure Political 
Honors for Her Husband. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcn. 

COBLESKILL, N. Y., March 2.—This town has 
been shaken from center to circumference all 
day, and never before did the New York pa- 
bers have so large a sale, owing to the horrible 
Rich tragedy at St Paul, Minn. People dis- 
cussing the tragedy have been seen in all 
directions, and the late Mr. Rich has been con- 
demned for not ending the existence of Gale 
before taking his own. Since the elopement, 
Rich had been on the verge of insanity. 
Learning that the couple were going to Eu- 
rope, he went to New York to prevent it, next 
to California, finally to Dakota, and then re- 
turned home. When he heard that Gale and 
his wife were seen in St. Paul, he 
arranged to go there and endeavored to bor- 
row money of various people, to whom he 
mentioned that he intended to kill them both. 
He said this to John Rowe, a prominent citi- 
zen, who tried to dissuade him and who re- 
fused to loan him money. Since the elope- 
ment Rich lost thirty pounds of flesh. About 
ten years since Dr. Gale came from New York 
city, opening an office, first in West Fulton, 
then in Warnersville and finally moving to 
Cobleskill. He is a man of fine appearance 
and pleasing address. He soon had estab- 
lished a fine practice, but, by neglect and 
carelessness, he got himself into disfavor and 
Subjected himself to a great deal of 
severe criticism. His wife, whom he met 
and married fifteen years ago, when she was 
Miss Newman, living with her parents at 
Staten Island, was a most accomplished and 
refined lady, winning the respect and attach- 
ment of the Cobleskill people. They had two 
children, aged respectively 12 and 14 years. 
When finally the husband left and the busy 
tongues of the people began to wag, there 
was nothing for Mrs. Gale to do but go back 
to her parents, and so she advertised for sale 
all personal effects of value that had been 
left, intending to go to Staten Island. In the 
meantime John Smith, Mrs. Rich’s uncle, 
was enjoying himself in possession of his 
niece’s property under power of attorney, 
and Rich himself was trying to solve the 
problem of the runaway couple’s where- 


abouts. Rich was a nice looking, portly man, 
very agreeable at first acquaintance, but very 
disagreeable when one came to know him 
better. Indeed, it may be said he was offen- 
sive in the extreme. He married Mrs. Trimble 
June 1, 1876, and it is said that their married 
life was not altogether harmonious. Mrs. 
Rich was a blonde, rather short, and at one 
time stout, but of late had grown thinner. 
She was rather comely, although not beauti- 
ful and possessed a nervous temperament

Rich's Political Aspirations. 

NEW YORK, March 2.—There was a great 
deal of talk yesterday in the Thirteenth As- 
sembly District concerning the hotel tragedy 
at St. Paul on Sunday, where Theodore P. 
Rich killed the wife who had deserted him and 
then committed suicide. Rich formerly lived 
in New York, and was very well known in the 
Thirteenth District, where he was a candidate 
for Assemblyman about ten years ago. At one 
time he lived on West Twenty-second street, 
near Eighth avenue, and spent most of his 
timeidling about and doing nothing. His 
father, who was reputed to be com- 
fortably well off but is not wealthy, 
was regarded as an indulgent parent 
who knew his s0n’s constitutional 
aversion for work. His chief aim seemed to 
de to get along comfortably with the least 


possible exertion and keep up appearances 
of prosperity in the hope of forming a mat- 
rimonial alliance that would«make him in- 
dependent. After posing some time as a 
„lady killer, he finally made the ac- 
quaintance of the woman whose life he took 
on Sunday. She was the daughter of ex- 
Speaker Smith of Albany, and after her 
clandestine marriage to Frank Trimble, was 
seeking a divorce from him when Rich first 
met her. Finally she was divorced from her 
first husband and Rich, who is said to have 
been of great assistance to her in the pro- 
ceedings, shortly afterward married her. It 
wes 1 — thing for him, for he was 
supposed to be.in financial straits and 
the divorced woman had an abundance 
ef money. He held various positions at inter- 
vals, but eventually fell back on his wife for 
support. Mrs. Rich was very ambitious. She 
tried to make something of her husband, but 
he was a ‘‘happy-go-lucky’’ individual, 
who gave no more thought to the welfare of 
the community at large than to his own. , His 
wife atlength got ‘‘a bee in her bonnet,’’ in 
the shape of a hankering for 1 honors 
for ‘‘My The,’’ as she called her husband. 
Rich blossomed out as a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for member of the 
Assembly from the Thirteenth District in 1876. 
His candidacy was looked upon as a huge joke, 
but no one save Mrs. Rich treated it 7 
But she had made up her mind that he should 
win, and she commenced the canvass for him. 
She was in the habit of visiting Phil Mo- 
Dowel’s Fog Tavern, at Twenty-third street 
and Ninth avenue, and inviting politicians to 
meet her there. On such occasions she 
“INVESTED HEAVILY IN CHAMPAGNE 
and other beverages, and, it is reported, was 
not the least abstem{ous of thecrowd. Night 
after night these little levees were held, and 
the men, not to be outdone by this female pol- 
itician, bought wine quite as generously as she 
did. It was fun for them after the evening 
had progressed and Mrs. Rich had become 
exhilerated by frequent libations. She was in 
the habit of making impassioned appeals for 
the support of her husband. A siate had been 
made up, and Rich’s name was not on it, but 
it was broken.

SAVED HER FORTUNE. 


How a Young Girl’s Fortune Was Saved from 
Bad Investment. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcu. 

GOSHEN, N. T., March 2.—A number of gen- 
tlemen were talking in this place about the 
complications that had been brought about 
by failure of Middletown Bank, the affairs of 
which, after a year and a half efforts to 
straighten out, are still in an entangled con- 
dition. The conversation led to the relation 
of the following story of singular accidents 
that had interfered to save the little fortune 
of an orphan girl whose money was to have 
been invested in Middletown Bank shares. 
The money was a trust in the hands of an 
uncle of the girl. It had previously been in- 


vested in bonds and a mo @ whic 
matured and been paid. ret he — on 
about to be married and she wanted 
her money, which amounted to $4,000, invest- 
ed in some good security. The Middletown 
Bank stock was then held at $125 a share and 
was the favorite investment in t part of the 
country. The trustee of the girl’s money 
wrote to a friend, who lived near Middletown, 
and asked him if he could secure $4,000 worth 
of stock in the Middletown Bank. The friend 
replied that he thought he would be able to do 
so. Just at that time several estates which 
held stocks were a it in order to settle 
up their affairs. The girl’s uncle procured a 
certifiea check for $4,000 and inclosed it in a 
letter addressed to his friend. He had to ride 
two miles to the village Post-office, and 
when he arrived there it was closed for 
the night, He put his hand in his 
pocket, took out the letter, as he sup osed, 
and dropped it in the mail-box and drove 
home, e waited a week without hearing 
from his friend. He wrote a second time, in- 
quiring as to the success which the friend had 
met in getting the bank shares, and, as a mat- 
ter of form, asked if the certified check had 
been received all right. A letter from Middle- 
town by return mail assured the trustee that 
no such check had come to hand. He went to 
his Post-office and made inquiry of the Post- 
master about the letter, the amount of busi- 
ness done at the office making it 
an easy matter for the Postmaster 
to remember what mail had passed through 
his hands during at least a month’s time. fe 
said he had not seen any letter addressed to 
the Middletown gentleman, for he knew him 
welland would have remembered it. The 
writer of the missing letter gave the Post- 
master the day, date and hour when the letter 
had been placed in the Post-office. ‘‘Oh,’’ 
said the Postmaster.

The President’s Message.

Itsays: ‘‘The President regarded it as a fore- 
gone conclusion that the Republican members 
of the Senate would adopt Mr. Edmund’s re- 
port and resolutions, no matter what argu- 
ments the Democrats will make in support of 
the position he has taken. He regarded 
it as certain that the Republicans 
would adhere to their caucus decision even if 
Mr. Edmunds’ report was a weaker document 
than itis. That being the case, he held that if 
after a week or two after the matter had been 
fully debated on both sides, his message had 
been senttothe Senate it might have been 
construed into a reflection on the minority of 
the 2 Committee. 
Senator Morrill, Mr. Edmunds’ colleague 
and a member of the Senate since 1867, said 
last night thatthe President's action was in 
discreet. It was entirely without precedent. 
As to the Senate’s right to the papers, he be- 
lieved the Senate had a right to them, even 
under Senator Beck’s construction.

INTERESTING DEBATE ON THE QUESTION IN 
THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Sexton’s Motion Against Churchill—Heavy 
Snowstorms in England—The Wrecked 
Steamer Missouri—Attempt to Assassinate 
Dr. Blowitz, Paris Correspondent of the 
London Times—Foreign News. 

Specia] Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpon, March 3.—The debate last night in 

the House of Commons was interesting for the 

hints it gave of the desire of both parties to 
vacate Egypt. Col. Duncan, a distinguished 
soldier, knowing the country thoroughly, de- 
clared that the Egyptians were perfectly able 
to govern themselves. Some of the ablest 
rulers he had ever known were Egyptians. 

Lord Charles Beresford, speaking with au- 

thority for the Navy, created a slight sensa- 

tion by declaring that it was impossible to pre- 


vent the blocking of the Suez Canal 
by any occupation, even by possess- 
sion of the country. In spite of 


50,000 men it could be blocked by the enemy or 
by one’s own men, if bribed, in the course of 
the afternoon watch. He said that in case of 
war, were he the Admiral, he should wish to 
block the canal himself, though he might be 
court-martialed. He favored the use of En- 
gland’s old highway around the Cape. 

It is unlikely that Sexton’s motion against 
Churchill, for inciting civil war at Belfast, will 
be reached to-night,as three members have 
precedence. They have been promoted by the 
Government, and refuse to withdraw.

IIS AIM WAS GOOD. 


A FATAL ENCOUNTER BETWEEN A STEP- 
FATHER AND SON AT ALTON, 


Charles Carr Uses a Shot-Gun with Deadly 
Effect on Jonathan Johnson—The Attempt 
of a Son to Protect His Mother Ends in a 
Tragedy—Arrest of the Murderer — Full 
Particulars of the Shooting. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTCH. 
ALTON, ILL., March 2.—Charles Carr, a youth 
about 19 years old, shot and fatally wounded 


his step-father, Jonathan Johnson, 
about 7 o’clock last evening at 
the home of the two about two 


miles from this place. The quarrel between 
the father and son arose on account of a quar- 


rel between Johnson and his wife, 
in which young Carr interfered in 
favor of his mother. While Mrs. 


Johnson was busy preparing supper for the 


family Johnson commenced to abuse 
and scold her and worked 
himself into such a passion that he 
raised his hand as if tostrikeher. Young 


Carr was not in the house when the quarrel 
began, but came in when his step-father 
THREATENED HIS MOTHER. 


He interfered and said, Stop your 
quarreling,’’ and tried to mollify 
the older man, but without suc- 
cess. Johnson continued to abuse his 


wife until Carr told him that if he did not quit 
he would shoot him. This so enraged John- 
son that he left the woman and made 
a rush for young Carr who ran out 
of the house with his step-fatherin hot pur- 
suit. The boy ranto an outside shed and 
caught up a double-barreled shot-gun belong- 
ing to his brother, which was standine to 
the shed, and continued his retreat. 
Johnson kept up his pursuit in a threatening 
manner. oung Carrtold him to stand back 
and leveled the gun at him. Johnson 
paid no attention to the warning, but advanced 
on his step-son. The latter pulled the trigger, 
but the cap snapped without discharging 
the load. He then pulled the trigger 
of the other barrel, which was discharged. 
The shot struck Johnson in the side, tearing 
a frightful hole, large enough to 
insert a man’s hand. The wounded 
man exclaimed: as et you I 
will kill you,’’ and ran about thirty feet far- 
ther. e then staggered, turned toward 
the house and fell to the ground. Carr 
called his mother and with her 
assistance carried his step-father into the 
house. A physician was summoned, but 
Johnson died from the effects of the wound at 
1 o’clock this morning. 

JOHNSON WAS A HARD DRINKER 
separated from his wife about two 
years ago. He went away but returned re- 
cently and a reconciliation was  effect- 
ed. The couple quarreled continually. 
Johnson is saidto have threatened his step- 
son’s life before he went away, but they have 
been apparently on good terms of late. John- 
son had not been drink to any extent 
at the time of the shooting. e Johnsons live 
onatarm about two miles from Alton and 
Johnson and Carrare well-known here, The 
affair created intense excitement. The dead 
man was about 37 years of age. 

Young Carr was arrested this morning at 4 
o’clock, in the house of a colored man near 
Wood river, about a mile from his home. He 
says if he had not killed his step-father he 
would have been killed by him. 

An inquest was held at 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing, and a verdict was rendered in accordance 
with the facts as narrated above. Carr will 
somes a preliminary hearing on Thursday morn-

SOMETHING NEW. 
A message of expostulation addressed 
by the President to one house of Congress 
in regard to. the course which that house 


has chosen to take, and is taking, is a 


new departure, and we fear that the ex- 
planations with which this novel message 
is burdened will not strengthen the weak 
position in which Mr. CLEVELAND has per- 
mitted himself to be placed, 

The President’s public promises that 
there should be no suspensions except for 
certain causes, which he distinctly speci- 
fied, were supplemented with daily state- 
ments in the newspapers about his firm- 
ness in refusing, month after month, to 
suspend officials excépt upon written 
charges filed in the proper depart- 
ments. Now he tells us that these 
charges and the documents where- 
with they are supported, though ad- 
dressed to him in his official ca- 
pacity and for the purpose of influenc- 
ing his official action, are not official doc- 
uments, but private papers belonging to 
him individually, which he is at liberty to 
withdraw from the departments and burn 
or conceal from the inspection of the Sen- 
ate or the public. ö 

Grant this, and the question still re- 
mains: Why should he conceal them? His 
answer is that they do not present the en- 
tire ground of his action in every case. 
The Senate’s demand for them implies the 
assumption of a right to review his action, 
which he denies, and he is unwilling that 
the Senate shall have the use of these 
documents in criticising his action and 
making political capital out of the failure 
of the documents to justify his decisions. 
That isthe substance of his reasons for 
withholding the papers—a plea for per- 
sonal protection, partly in self-defense 
and partly on account of those with whom 
he has advised in making vacancies and 
appointments. 

Such a plea is hardly worthy of the dig- 
nity of his office, and his claim of a right 
to restrict either house in its investigation 
of the executive departments is pushed a 
little too far when he asserts his right to 
withhold and conceal as private unofficial 
documents written charges against office- 
holders. His failure to act on such charges 
might be ground for his impeachment, 
and the fact that he had officially received 
and noted such charges might be proof 
sufficient to insure his removal. 

It would have been far better if the 
President had kept everything pertaining 
to his official action above board, and 
thrown upon the Senate the onus of secre- 
cy and log-rolling in the matter of ap- 
pointments. If he had put THURMAN in- 
stead of BAYARD at the head of his Cab- 
inet and had put into it more of the 
larger men of the party, he would not 
have been placed in such a disadvanta- 
geous and unbecoming position.

A great many Americans may happen 
to remember the Gen. BOULANGER who 
visited this country in 1883 as the chief 
military officer of the French delegation 
to the Yorktown Celebration. He did not 
make a very pleasant impression, because 
he did not seem to care about it. He was 
grave, reserved, taciturn and unpopular, 
the military and diplomatic swells of the 
party looking down on him with the true 
aristocratic contempt toward a self-made 
plebeian. 

That Gen. BOULANGER, the youngest 
General of the French army, is now Min- 
ister of War, and he seems to be alto- 
gether the strongest and firmest man 
France has welcomed since GAMBETTA. 
Following a succession of the buckram 


generals and gold-lace marshals of the | 


Imperial era, survivors of the great sham 
which crumbled into ruins at Sedan, Gen. 
BOULANGER, by the mere force of char- 
acter, by his firmness, his courage, his 
loyalty and patriotism, crystallized in a 
few shining acts, has given new life tothe 
French military spirit. 

All the parrot babble and gossip of the 
Associated Press, of the cable specialsand 
cable syndicates, and all the correspond- 
ence and other channels of news from Eu- 
rope have failed to give us one word of the 
significant incidents which have made 
Gen. BOULANGER to-day the foremost 
man in France. The Patriote of last week 
gave its readers an interesting account, 
which will be found translated in another 
part of this paper, of a characteristic 
scene in the Chamber of Deputies on the 
question of the removal of the garrison at 
Tours. 

The incident shows the kind of a man 
France has found in BOULANGER. Re- 
publics need such men. Republics can be 
maintained only by men who really be- 
lieve in a Republic as the true form of 
government and who, like BOULANGER, 
are as firm in action as they are fixed in 
principle.

What the Editors of the New York Journals

New York, March 2.—The WORLD says: 


‘The President's message tothe Senate isa 
remarkable document—remarkable in tone, in 
its defiant character and in its evident desire 
to provoke rather than to avoid a conflict 
with that body. The President complains that 
he has received no invitation from the Senate 
to explain the position that he has felt con- 
strained to assume in relation to the papers 
desired by the Senate, or to interpret for him- 
self his acts and motives in the premises. He 
sneers at the allusion by the Senate to the fact 
that the departments which have withheld 
documents from it were created by laws made 
by itself, and says that he supposed the de- 
partments were created by Congressional laws 
for the public good, and were unembar- 
rassed by any obligations to the Senate 
as the price oftheir creation. The President 
makes two points, one in justification of his 
absolute right to suspend during a Senate re- 
cess in his discretion and his independence of 
any obligation to furnish the Senate with his rea 
sons; the other against the right of the Senate 
to call tor private and confidential papers or 
letters which have reference to removals or 
suspensions. He declares that he considers 
the documents on file in the departments of 
that character, as his Own property, which it 
would be within his province ifhe chose, to 
destroy. Therest of the message criticizes 
the tenure-of-office law and maintains that his 
responsibility is to the people and not to the 
Senate. The most interesting point ot the re- 
markable document, conceding the President's 
constitutional and unlimited right to make 
suspensions during a senate recess without giv- 
ing any reasons, is the defiant claim of the 
President that papers on fileinthe public de- 
partments are his own private property, to be 
dealt with or disposed of by him at his will 
and as he pleases. Weare bound to say, and 
we say it with great regret, thatthe attitude 
taken by the President will not strengthen his 
argument or his position generally. Altogeth- 
er, the message isa very remarkable docu- 
ment and should be carefully read by every- 
body.

PRESIDENT CLEVELAND DEFENDS HIS 
COURSE IN THE MATTER OF BEMOVALS. 


An Important Message to the Senate—The 


President Defines His Rights and Privileges | 


An Explanation of His Declining to Give 
the Cause of Removals from Office. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 2.—President 
Cleveland submitted yesterday to the Senate a 
message on the subject of removals from office 
and his views of the rights and privileges of 
the executive, and ofthe Senate in the matter 
of removals and of giving and obtaining 
information relative to such removals. 
The message is of unusual importance and 
will be read with interest. The chief and most 
important portions of it are presented below. 
After referring to his own action and that of 
the Judiciary Committee in censuring the At- 
torney-General for refusing to transmit cer- 
tain papers to the Senate, the message states: 
Everything that had been done or written on 
behalf of the Senate from the beginning 


pointed to all letters and papers of a private 
and official nature as 

THE OBJECTS OF SEARCH, 
if they were to be found in the departments, 
and provided they had been presented to the 
Executive with a view to their consideration 
upon the question of suspension from office. 

‘Against the transmission of such papers and 
documents I have interposed my advice and 
direction. This bas not been done, as is sug- 
gested in the committee’s report, upon the 
assumption on my part that the Attorney- 
General or any other head ofa department, 
eis the servant of the President, an is to give 
or withhold copies of documents in his office 
according to the will of the Executive, and not 
otherwise,’’ but because I regard the papers 
and documents withheld and addres to me 
or intended for my use and action, purely un- 
offitial and private, not infrequently confi- 
dential, having reference to the performance 
of a duty exclusively mine. I consider them 
in no proper sense as upon the files of the de- 
partment, but as deposited there for my con- 
venience, remaining still completely under 
my control. I suppose if 1 desired to take 
them into my custody 1 might do so with en- 
tire propriety, and it I saw fit to destroy them 
no one could complain. The papers an docu- 
ments that are now the objects of the Senates 
request consists of letters and representations 
addressed to the executive or intended for 
his inspection; they are voluntarily written 
and presented by private citizens, who are 
not in the least instigated thereto by any 
official invitation or at all subject to official 
control. While some of them are entitled to 
executive consideration, many of them are 
so irrelevant, orin the light of other facts so 
worthless, that they have not been given the 
least weight in determining the question 
to which they are supposed to relate. 

Are all these, — because they are pre- 
served, to be considered official documents 
and subject to the inspection of the Senate? 
If not, who is to determine which belong to 
this class? Arethe motives and purposes of 
the Senate as they are day by day developed 
such as would be satisfied with my selection? 
Am I to submit to theirs at the risk of being 
charged with making a suspension from office 
upon evidence which was not even consid- 
ered? Are these papers to be regarded as 
ofticial because they have not — deen pre- 
sented but preserved in the public offices? 
Their nature and character remain the same 
whether they are kept in the executive 
mansion or deposited in the departments. 

THERE IS NO MYSTERIOUS POWER 

of transmutation in departméntal custody 
nor is there magic in the undefined and sacred 
solemnity of department files. If the pres- 
ence of these papers in the public office isa 
stumbling block in the way ofthe perform- 
ance of Senatorial duty, it can be easily ro- 
moved. 

The ~ ap and documents which have been 
gerne derive no official character from 
any constitutional, statutory or other require- 
ment, making them necéssary to the perform- 
ance of the official duty of the Executive. 

It will not be denied, I suppose, that the 
President may suspend apublic officer in the 
entire absence of any papers or documents to 
aid his official judgment and discretion, and I 
am quite prepared to avow that the cases are 
not few in which suspensions from office have 
depended more upon oral representations 
made to me by citizens of known good repute 
and by members of the House of Representa- 
tives and Senators ofthe United States than 
upon any letters and documents presented for 
examination. I have not felt justified in sus- 
pecting the veracity, integrity and patriotism 
of Senators, or ey their representations, 
because they were not in party affiliation with 
the majority of their associates;and I recalla 
few suspensions which bear the approval of in - 
dividual members identified politically with 
the majority in the Senate. 

While, therefore, I am constrained to deny 
the right of the Senate to papers and docu- 
ments described so far as the right to the 
same is based uponthe claim that they are 
in any view of the subject official, I am also 
led * to dispute the right of the 
Senate, by the aid of any documents whatever, 
or in any way save through the judicial prog - 
ress Of trial or impeachment to review or re- 
verse the act of the Executive, in the sus- 

ension during the recess of the Senaté of 

ederali officials. I believe the power to re- 
move or suspend such officials is vested in the 
President alone by the Constitution, which in 
expressterms provides that ‘‘the executive 
ower shall be vestedin a President of the 
Tnited States of America, and that he shall 
— 1 that the laws be faithfully exe - 
cuted.’’ 

The Senate belongs to the legislative branch 
of the Government. When theConatitution, by 
express provisions superadded to its legislative 
duties the right to advise and consent to ap- 

ointments to office and to sit as a court of 

mpeachment, it conferred upon that body 
all the control and regulation supposed to be 
necessary 
FOR THE SAFETY OF THE PEOPLE, 

and this express and special grant of snch 
extraordinary powers, notin any way related 
to or growing wut of general Senatorial duty, 
and in itself a departure from the general plan 
of our Government, should be held under a 
familiar maxim of construction to excluds 
every other right to interfere with Executive 
functions. 

In the first Congress which assembled after 
the adoption of the Constitution, comprising 
may who aided in its preparation, a legisia- 
tive construction was given to that instrument 
in which theindependence of the Execntive in 
the matter of removals from office was fully 
sustained. I think it will be found that in the 
subsequent discussions of this question there 
was generally, if not at all times, a proposi- 
tion pending toin some way curtail th wer 
of the President by legislation, which fur- 
nishes evidence that to limit such power it was 
supposed to be necessary to supplement the 
Constitution by such legislation. The first 
enactment of this description was passed 
under a stress of ager and 
2 bitterness which culminated 

a the President's impeachment. 

This law provided that the Federal officers 
to which it applied could only be suspended 
during the recess of the Sen when shown 
by evidence satisfactory to th

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IN THE FRENCH CHAMBER, 


LOYALTY TO THE REPUBLIC TO BE THE 
RULE IN THE ARMY. 


Gen. Boulanger Defines the Attitude of the 
Army to the Government—A Republican 
War Minister Speaks His Mind—Emphatic 
Declarations of Republicanism. 


From Le Patriote 

The whole interest of the session of the 
Chamber of Deputies on February 2 centered 
in the incident arising out of a question put to 
Gen. Boulanger, Minister of War, by M. 
Gaudin de Villaine, member of the Right. It 
is well known that the Minister had issued an 
order that the Ninth Brigade of Cavalry, quar- 
tered in the garrison at Tours, should change 
with the Eleventh Brigade, garrisoned at 
Nantes and Pontivy. It is also well known 
that the object of the change was to sever the 
too intimate relations, formed during a pro- 
longed sojourn, between the officers of the 
regiments of the Ninth Brigade and the no- 
bility of the borders of the Loire, who main- 
tained in the eastern districts the sacred but 
slightly vaccillating fires of monarchial faith. 

M. Gaudin de Villaine saw fit to divide his 
question in three parts, viz.: 1. Is the change 
a definite one? 2. Is it of a military or po- 
litical character? 3. How much will it cost? 
The Minister of War failed to explain the latter 
point, which, however, was an unimportant 
one. But as to the two others, if M. Gaudin 
de Villaine is not sufliciently enlightened by 
Gen. Boulanger’s answers, one must despair 
of ever seeing the light of reason penetrate 
that gentleman’s obscured intellect. First 
and foremost, the Minister explained himself 
on the technical aspects of the question, and 
demonstrated that the principle of stability in 
the garrisons must conform to such condi- 
tions as the chief of the army deems neces- 
sary to impose, according to circumstances. 

GEN. BOULANGER’S EXPLANATION. 
Then coming to the realanimus of the dis- 


cussion Gen. Boulanger expressed himself as 
follows: ‘‘Icometothereal point at issue, 
the political aspect of this question. I do not 
intend to evade the debate and I put to the 
Hon, M. Gaudin de Villaine this simple ques- 
tion: Are we, yes ox no, a Republic? ‘Lows 
applause among the apg? I believe that one 
might doubt it in seeing the chief ofthe army 
attacked because he has taken measures 
tending to insure respect for the Republic. 
4 good! Very good!“ among the Left. ] 

here is a good deal of talk about the regi- 
ments that are marching through France and 
that would not be ready when called for mob- 
Uization. It’s just the contrary, tis precisely 
because certain regiments remain too long in 
garrisons thatthey would not be ready for 
mobilization whenever that became desirable. 

Renewed cries of approbation among the 

ft.] Is it necessary to recall those prome- 
nades through France, which oc- 
curred during the Restoration, of 
the regiments suspected of Liberalism?

A de- 
scription of it will be of interest as it béars 
directly upon not only the comforts of this 
party, but the question of convenience of 
modern travel, he middle of the caris a 
drawing-room, which occupies the full width 
of the car, andin length, about the space of 
three sections of an ordinary sleeping car. 
‘This drawing-room is entered by a center 
aisle from the frontanda side aisie from the 
rear of the car.

Back of the parlors is the observatory with 
its crosswise sofa facing to the rear, and two 
easy chairs. Six people can sitin this room with 
comfort. The whole apartment is inclosed with 
windows, so that the view is unobstructed in 
al! directions, By going forward from this 
room and through the drawing-room two ordi- 
nary sleeping sections are reached and im- 
mediately in nt of them are the pantry and 
kitchen departments. In the pantry are 
the silver and china closets, well 
stocked for their long itinerant siege. The 
kitchen is fitted with a range large enough for 
a good-sized family. It has ovens and apart- 
ments for keeping dishes warm, and utensils 
all of polished copper. On the side of the car 
opposite the pan and kitchen are the 
lockers for wine and the refrigerators for the 
day’s provisions. Supply racks are over the 
rooms for wine, etc. Two miniature Babcock 
fire-extinguishers hang at this end of the car, 
ready for service when required. 

The woodwork of the interior is dark, being 
of mahogony and polished walnut. The fur- 
niture is velvet mogquette of a bronze-green 
color, embroidered in garnet silk. The cur. 
tains are velvet plush, with satin finish, har- 

monizing in color with the furniture and car- 


pets. 
The supplies for the round trip journey will 
be taken from St. Louis.

‘SETTLED AT LAST. 


LINDELL AVENUE TO BE CONVERTED INTO 
A STATELY BOULEVARD. 


Property-Owners on the Avenue Carry Their 
Point Before the B. P. I. To-Day — The 
Government Must Pay for Its Own Re- 
construction—The Electric Road—City Hall 
Notes and News. 0 


The meeting - room of the Board of Public Im- 
provements was crowded this morning with 
wealthy and prominent citizens owning real 
estate along the line of Lindell avenue. 
They were there to urge upon the Board 
the necessity of the improvement of that 
street and to prevail upon itto recommend an 
ordinance authorizing the work to be done. 
Among those present were ex-Gov. E. 0. 
Stanard, John W. Kauffman, T. H. Ludington, 
W. F. Nolker, A. Mansur, W. S. Pope, Peter 
L. Foy, F. R. Rice, J. M. Hayes, 
A. B. Gregory, Capt. Oharles Evans, 
R. W. Powell and August Gehner. 
The above gentlemen, with one exception, 
were all signers of the original petition asking 
the improvement of the avenue. Last sum- 
mer they, with other property-holders on the 
street, voluntarily graded it along it course 
from Grand avenue to Forest Park 


at a cost to themselves of $21,000. The petition 
asked the Board to prepare an ordinance to be 
submitted to the Municipal Assembly author- 
izing the conversion of the avenue into 
a boulevard and rive. The desire of 
etitioners was to have the street 
pave with Telford paving, which 
consists of a foundation o stone 
blocks overlaid with gravel, and curbed. 
Along the sidewalk on either side of the 
street a double row of trees were to be 
lanted, and this programme the property- 
olders asked be carried out from one end of 
the avenue to the other, namely, from Grand 
avenue to the great city park. 

Mr. R.W.Powell appeareed before the Board 
in the role of an objector. He said that the 
special tax onthe property, which will amount 
to about $7 per front foot, would bea manifest 
injustice to him. He was the owner of 480 feet 
on the street. That is, he was the conditional 
owner, and this was the reason of

A communication was read from Mr. Moses 
Rumsey, in which he declared himself to be

and thought it an excellent thing. 

Ex-Gov. Stanard saidthat he looked upon 
the improvement of the avenue as not alone 
an enhancing of the property and the street 
themselves, but as 1 matter of 
pride t-to the Whole olty. It was 
proposed to make a magnificent boulevard of 
the street and the unanimity of the land- 
owners on its line should alone be sufficient to 
carry the meet into execution. 

Messrs. John Kauffman and Peter L. Foy 
urged upon the Board the necessity of the im- 
provement; and speeches by a num- 
ber of others then followed. 
the arguments had been 
the Street Commissioner made a motion 
that an ordinance authorizing the work to be 
done be ordered by the Board, and the motion 
was adopted. Gov. Stanard says that when 
completed, the boulevard will be one of the 
prettiest drives in any city in the country. 


Uncle Sam Must Pay. 

The delay in the reconstruction of Eighth 
and Ninth streets on the blocks between Olive 
and Locust, adjoining the Govern- 
ment Building, has caused the 


Board of Public Improvements 
considerable worry for the past year. To-day 
that body drew up and adopted for recom- 
mendation to the Assembly an amend- 
ment to the ordinance for the recon- 
struction of those streets with granite. 
The amendment reads that the contract for 
the work shall not be awarded until the 
United States Government has appropriated a 
sufficient amount of money to cover the ex- 
pense. 


The Electric Elevated Road. 

At the meeting of the Railroad Committee 
yesterday in the House of Delegates, Mr. 
Smith P. Galt, attorney for the Broadway 
Line of street cars, made some rather sweep- 


ing charges against the Electric Elevated 
Railroad and its projectors. Mr. Galt said 
that there was not a single line in the bill 
which guaranteed the people in any way that 
the motor power used in the operation 
of the road would be confined to 
electricity.

A CLASH COMING. 


THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR AND THE CRYSTAL 
PLATE GLASS COMPANY, 


* 


President Hitchcock Says that the Company 
Will Employ None of the Knights— The 
Latter State That This Policy Will Cause 
Serious Results — Trouble on the Gould 
System—Local Labor Notes, 


Trouble has been brewing since Wednesday 
last between the Crystal Plate Glass Company 
and some of its employes, which threatens to 
precipitate a strike and boycott on the part of 
the men that may be attended with serious re- 
sults to the business of the company. 
For some time past it has been known to Pres- 
ident Hitchcock and the managers of the Glass 
Company's works at Crystal City that efforts 
were being made bythe Knights of Labor to 
obtain a foothold among the company’s em- 
ployes, and that some twenty-five of their 
men had been induced to join the labor or- 
ganization. Although there was no conflict 
between the company and the Knights of La- 
bor, or between the company and the em- 
ployes who had joined the Knights 
of Labor, yet President Ethan A. Hitch- 
cock expressed himself on different occasions, 
as decidedly opposed to having members of 
the Knights of Labor in his employ,and on last 
Wednesday night he calledthe men together 
and stated simply but firmly’ that 
he had no objection to their joining the Knights 


of Labor, but that if they did so he would have 
to discharge them. He declared that it no trouble 
arose for the present, the interests of the 
Elass company and ofthe labor organization 
were bound to clash in the course of time, and 
that in order to save trouble it was best that 
they should be interested in but one of the 
two organizations.

The Second Hearing in the Mackaye-Mac- 
kaye-McCormack Divorce. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

New YorK, March 2.—The second hearing 
in the proceedings for divorce instituted by 
Arthur Loring Mackaye against Mrs. Maud 
Miller Mackaye (McCormack) was again ad- 
journed at the request of the counsel of both 
parties yesterday. The case has already at- 
tracted much notice and is in many respects a 
novelone. Mrs. Mackaye, whois the daugh- 


ter of Joaquin Miller, the poet, has — 
several engagements in the West and South, 
while young Arthur Mackaye is the 
son of Steele Mackaye, well known to 
the dramatic profession. On February 4, 
1885, Miss iller and Arthur Mackaye 
were married in the Catholic church on 
Forty-second street. A few moments after 
the ceremony had been performed the you 
husband left his bride atthe church and di 
not call upon her fortwo weeks. His visit at 
that time was only fora few moments, whea 
they had anything buta friendly meeting. A 
week later they met fora few moments. At 
that time she learned that her husband had 
never been christened and was not a commun- 
icant ofthe Roman Catholic Church, as she 
sup d. Eariy inthe spring Mrs. Mackaye 
made an engagement to go on the stage, where 
she played in various pieces until she met 
Loudon McCormack, who offered her a 
place in his company, then playing 
49.“ While the company were playing in 
Americus, Ga., Mrs. Mackaye became en- 
gaged to McCormack, and on January 9, 1888, 
was married to him in Chicago. The previous 
day McCormack was baptizedin the church, 
and the ceremony was solemunized by Rev. J. 
Coghlan. Whenthe fact of the second mar- 
riage became Known Arthur Mackaye began 
an action for absolute divorce inthis State. 
The cause was assigned to Mr. Geo. Putnam 
Smith as referee, W. F. Scott appearing for 
laintiff and Samuel Barnard for Mrs. Mac- 
aye. At the first hearing, on Friday, the 
case was adjourned aiter a few preliminary 
steps, and yesterday was again postponed un- 
til this afternoon on account of other 
engagements of the counsel. To the Post- 
DISPATCH correspondent Mr. Barnard, counsel 
for Mrs. Mackaye, said yesterday: This case is 
one without parallel in the long history of 
divorce cases. It is peculiar in many respects 
which have never before arisen for adjudica- 
tion. That my client was married twice—once 
to Mackaye and once to McOormack—we do 
not deny. And that the plaintiff should be 
allowed his divorce we do not contest. But 
we protest that Mrs. Mackaye has not been 
guilty as alleged in the complaint. The re- 
mäarkable point in this case on which our 
defense hinges is that from the time 
or the first marriage until now Mrs. 
Mackaye and her husband never lived togeth- 
er as man and wife. Further than this, 
Mackaye has never. contributed a dollar 
toward her support. Although it is a fact 
that Mrs. Mackaye is guilty of bigamy, at the 
time of her marriage with —— she was 
morally and essentially an unmarried woman. 
The question now arises how far the mere 
form of first marriage affects the marriage 
with McCormack. As I have said, the pecul- 
iarities of this case are unparalleled in the 
history of the law. The defense have very 
little testimony to gaffer, and as you can 
imagine a divorce is as fnxiously hoped for by 
Mrs. Mackaye as by Mr. Mackaye.’’

INTERESTING INTERVIEW WITH SENATOR 
Evans ON CONGRESSIONAL WORK. 


The Senator Finds He Has Plenty of Work— 
Congress a Place for Talk — Something 
About the Tariff—A Chat About Silver—The 
Recent Republican Banquet at Detroit. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DispPaTcu. 

NEw Tonk, March 2.—Senator Evarts strolled 
into the Fifth Avenue Hotel last night to 
send a telegraph message to Washington. He 
shivered from the cold and drew his overcoat 
closely around his form. He stopped to chat 
for a few moments with John W. Mackay of 
Nevada, and to congratulate him on the recent 


birth of agrandson. Cyrus W. Field, enveloped 
n along overcoat, linedand trimmed with 
tur, came into the group. Congressman Bur 
leigh, the Posr-Drsraroꝝ correspondent and 
others joined the Senator, after he had com- 
pleted his errand and he chatted freely about 
various matters. ‘‘There is a great deal of 
work at Washington,’’said he. It is by no means 
an easy life, nor is it remunerative. I 
must go to acommittee meeting at 10 o’clock 
every day. That is as early as a man would 
get to his office here in New York—earlier than 
I used to get down town. I am on three im- 
portant committees. As they treat me far 
from what I should expect as the youngest 
member of the Senate, I am pretty hard 
worked until the Senate itself convenes. We 
usually remain in session until 5 o’clock. 
That makes a pretty long day’s work. Then 
we are paid by the year for it all—not by each 
‘job,’ as I woula be in my office. This, I can 
assure you, is true, and I can assure you there 
is somewhat of a difference.’’ 

„What will be done in Congress this win- 
ter?“ was asked. 

There is no great necessity for doing much 
ofanything. Ithink the press and the people 
fail to realize how far Congress is really only 
a place for the expression of opinion—for talk- 
ing. The entire country is represented there, 
and we all have our say about matters, and a 
session may be all occupied in talking, and no 
legislation be effected, and still be a profita- 
bie session, because no bad thing has been 


done. In England Parliament is only expected 
to take up one great question ata session for 
settlement. Neither the press nor the public 
expects anything more, No Premier is asked 
to define his position on more than one great 

uestion—that which is uppermost at the 
time. The country thinks only on one 
line. They have been at work through 
three successive Parliaments on the Irish 
question and have not settled it yet. The 

ress and the public in this country want our 
Parliament or Congress to settle several great 
questions in the same session, and fail to real- 
ize what I have already stated, that Congress 
is really the place of talking and conferring, 
rather than of much action. 

„What is to be done about the tariff?“ 

‘‘Ican only say what I would like to see 
done. I wouid like to see every Republican in 
the House vote solidly against the tariff bill.’’ 
‘¢‘Would you have them vote to strike out the 
enacting clause?’’ 

„As to details of the vote, I am willing to 
trust to members themselves, but I do hope to 
see a solid vote of the Republicans in the 
House against the tariff bill. Then, when the 
bill came to the Senate we would 

DO THE SAME THING THERE. 

I doubt, however, if the bill would reach the 
Senate. It would be awkward forthe Demo- 
crats if it should. I don’t think they want to 
raise the issue on a tariff only two years old 
with all the disturbing business that it would 
entail. They are weicome to the contest if 
they want it. 

How about silver, you are going to make a 
speech?’’ 

‘*‘Undoubtedly. Why, I am posted in big 
letters, posted in small letters, advertised in 
the press, and even paraded in gutter snipes 
to that effect. The Times and the Evening 
Post, which are demanding certain action of 
me, were opposed to my election. I see that 
the Commercial Advertiser says I ought to re- 
sign.

ITEMS OF INTEREST TO THE EMPLOYER 
AND THE EMPLOYE. 


Cowboys Going Into the Knights of Labor— 
Book-Keepers Organizing in the East — 
Washington Newsboys Try a Boycott — 
Labor Notes and Personals. 


A new co-operative glass factory is starting 
up at Baltimore this week. 

The builders of Omaha, Neb., have fixed 
wages at A for a nine-hour day. 

The Ohio Dairymen’s Protective Associa- 
tion has extended the right hand of iellow- 
ship to the Knights of Labor. 

The new Salesmen’s Assembly of Pittsburg 
bas over 400 members, and it is now in order 
to close all the stores at 6 o’clock. 

The New York elevator tenders are organiz- 
ing. The steam pipe and boiler feiters have 
had their wages advanced from $2 to $ per 
day. 

The Trades Assembly of Wheeling is taking 
the sentiment of every labor organization. A 
Trades Assembly is to be organized at Youngs- 
town. 

There is a ‘‘federation of book-keepers in 
New York, and last Wednesday they held a 
mass-meeting composed of ook-keepers, 
office clerks, entry clerks and shipping clerks. 


There is only one non-union newspaper in 
Pittsburg and the union is after it. Steps Wil 
be taken to complete the organization of all 
trades inthe city, and every firm employing 
non-union men will be watched. 


Entnusiastic eight-hour meetings are being 
held in Boston. Over 1,000 persons attended 
the Labor Lyceum meeting at Bridgeport on 
Thursday. Able speakers have promised to 
lecture at the different labor halls during the 
spring. 

The Senate of the Massachusetts Legisiature 
has favorably considered the bill requiring 
corporations to pay their employes weekly, an 
allowance of four days being conceded in 
which the pay-roll may be calculated and pay- 
ment of wages made. 

The W Union of Washington has re- 
solved to sell no non-union or boycotted 
papers. The early closing agitation is having 
practical results. The female clerks in the 
stores will hold a meeting on Wednesday next 
to agitate for shorter hours. 


The French textile workers in Holyoke, 
Mass., have been organized, and thereisa 
good field there, as there are over 7,000 French 
residents. In Greenville, Wis., all the taborers 
are in the organization, and the Knights are 
gaining a foothold all over the State. 


The printers at Houston, Tex., are very 
busy. Good reports also come from the Mem- 
phis printers. The coopers there have formed 
aunion. A monster labor parade is to take 
place in that city on May 1. Labor organiza- 
tions of all kinds are growing in Memphis. 


Lhe firm of McKnight & Co., shoe manufact- 
urers, formerly of Philadelphia, who left on 
account of ‘‘dictation,’’ are in trouble with 
the Knights at Trenton. The 400 shoemakers 
of San Francisco stamp their goods in such 
away as to show that they are not of Chinese 
origin. 
The silk weavers are gaining strikes for 
higher wages. New York employers who are 
boycotted are obliged to pay fines for their re- 
sistance, besides the expenses of the boycott. 
Storekeepefs who refuse to close at 6 o’clock 
are boycotted where there are any chances of 
accomblishing anything. 
It is probable that the workingmen of Great 
Britain will be induced to depart from their 
method of trade unionism and adopt that of 
the Knights of Labor. A good many inquiries 
are com from the other side, and the field 
is open. There is no reason why the order 
= not become as progperous abroad as at 
ome. 
Reports are current about the ill-treatment 
of women sewing on Bibies in New York city. 
It is alleged that tne majority of them cannot 
make over $2.50 to & per week; that their 
wages have been cut down at least twice 
within a few years; that the work is irregular, 
and — sewing machines are driving them to 
the wall. 


The miners and farmers of Southern Illinois 
are coming into the Knights of Labor. Last 
Sunday afternoon the carri -makers came in 
ina body, and in the evening the freight- 
handlers followed them. On Monday the 
bricklayers and painters came in. The rail- 
road men are coming in by the hundred in 
some cases. 

The Central Labor Union of New York is 
made up of representatives of 112 subordinate 
unions. In February, 1882, it numbered four- 
teen unioos. It received its first start in the 
freight handlers’ strike, when it raised $60,000 
for the strikers. The rush of business upon it 
has compelled its reorganization on a better 
working basis. 

The locomotive builders have within three 
weeks booked orders for over one hundred 


week have captured orders for about 1,000 or 
1,200 cars. Several railroad companies are 
now receiving estimates foragreat deal of 
rolling stock, which will be bullt during the 
next sixty days. 

The latest news is to the effect that the cow- 
boys arecoming into the Knights of Labor. 
There are between 8,000 and 10,000 of them on 
the plains. The cattie kings have organized 
a society called the Ranchers’ Society, which 
keeps a Diack list, and cuts wages at its will. 
This has driven the cowboys into an organiza- 
tion of their own. 

The harness, saddlery and collar makers of 
Brooklyn organized last week. The glovers, 
who have been on a strike for several weeks 
at Gloversville, N. Y , have won through the 
efforts of the Knights of Labor. The 3 
ers formed an o n and signed a bond 
to forfeit to $1,000 if any one gave in. Ar- 
bitration is accepted, and future strikes will 
be avoided in that industry.

ng up as much business during the past two 
or three weeks as they had anticipated early in 
January. Pricesfor goods for spring delivery 
are slightly higher, and retailers do not seem 
willing to take risks, and count on an increased 
vw of manufactured goods and lower 
prices. 

The men engagedinthe manufacturing of 
r engines, hydraulic machinery and 

n putting up water-works are receiving a 
reat dealof business from ail parts of the 
Jnited States. Some immense contracts for 
material have been placed within thirty days, 
and the industry seems to be rising in mag- 
nitude from an instgnificant one a few years 
ago. 

The following is the revised scale of rates to 
go into effect in the bituminous coal regions of 
the West after May 1: Pittsburg, 71 cents per 
ton; Hocking Valley, 60 cents; Indiana block, 
80 cents; Indiana bituminous No. 1, 6 cents; 
Indiana bituminous No. 2, 75 cents; Wilming- 
ton, III., 9% cents; Streator, 80 cents; Grape 
Creek, 75 cents; Des Moines, fo., 90 cents. At 
West Virginiathe Kanawha district reduced 

rices to be restored to 75 cents, Renoldsville, 

airmount, screen coal, 71 cents. 


The architects of nearly all large cities from 
Boston to St. Louis are busy over drawings 
and estimates for buildings of various kinds 
for the coming season. Manufacturing enter- 
prises are to be pushed. Church work is a 
very important teature, and public buildings 
of all kinds will consume a considerable por- 
tion of the time of architects and builders this 
season. The manufacturers of material are 
* their production, and builders say 
prices will be no higher than last year. 


Now that the revised scale of rates for the 
mining of bituminous coal has gone into ef- 
fect throughout the West, the malcontents 
among the operators are beginning to peck at 
it withaview of breaking down this most 
creditable effort of putting an end to strikes. 
The most severe strain to which this combi- 
nation will be subjected, will be from railroad 
competition. The rapid development of com- 
peting coal fields in Kentucky, Tennessee and 
Alabama, and in the far West, will add anoth- 
er element of uncertainty. 

North Adams, Mass., has six assemblies and 
2,000 members. Over 400 are initiated every 
week. Inone manufacturing town of New 
England, after the laborers had been organ 
ized, shoemakers were advanced 25 per cent, 
gingham-mill men 15 per cent, and cotton op- 
erators 10 per cent, the total increase amount- 
ing to $10,000 per month. Away downin Colum- 
bia, S. C., the spirit of organization has taken 
root. In Chicago three new assemblies have 
been organized—machinists, type-casters and 
a German assembly. During the past few days 
a union oi paper hangers was formed in Balti- 
more by the Knights of Labor. 


The British representative at Brussels has 
lately made an interesting report about the 
wool manufacturers of Germany, in which it 
is shown thatthe German manufacturers are 
—.— their goods in foreign lands, and are 

uilding up a trade in formidable competition 
witb the English and French. The broadcloths 
of Germany find their way to the United 
States, as well as to all markets of Europe 
and tothe Oriental countries. To meet this 
competition Engiish manufacturers are start- 
ing mills on German soil, fitted up with 
— machinery and run by English opera- 
tives. 


New England textile workers are 
busy, and the productive capacity has been 
considerably increased in a great many mills. 
No trouble seems tobe apprehended from the 
general advance of 10 percent. The price of 

oods has been correspondingly advanced. 

n Lowell $800,000 is to be expended in the 
building of two mills. In several towns mills 
are running up to 9 and 100’clock at night. 
In Augusta, Me., capacity is being increased 
because of the heavy demand of the past four 
months. In very few places are there dis- 
couraging reports to be heard. Up in Ver- 
mont all the mills are working full time, and 
in many cases over time, and are in some 
cases adding new machinery. Southern rail- 
road companies, as well as some railroad oom 
panies in the Northern States, have perfected 
arrangements by which resident agents can be 
— in Europe to secure desirable immi- 
u. 


English steel manufacturers have — vast 
Sums of money, within the past twelve 
months, in perfecting machinery by which 
castings from twenty to sixty tons in weight 
can be made for marine purposes. The British 
manufacturers are far ahead of Americans in 
this respect. The English Government has de- 
cided to use no more basic steel in its work 
and soft steel castings are taking its place. 
The Cleveland, (Eng.) iron marke report an 
extraordinary depression intrade. The strike 
of the ship-builders on the northern rivers is 
seriously affecting the iron trade. A shrewd 
Englishman has just filled his sho 

American machinery, and, in this way, he has 
succeeded in fencing off German hardware 
competition. English manufacturers are 
deeply concerned over the increasing compe- 
tition from that source. The German compe- 
tition formed a topic of debate ata special 
meeting of the Wolverhampton Chamber of 
Commerce a few — o.
